1955 was a good year for The American Folklore Society. Iwo excellent meetings were held 
one at Bloomington, Indiana, the other at Washington, D. C. The Journal continued to grow in 
size, quality and physical attractiveness. By relegating reports, membership lists, announcements, 
and the like, to the Supplement, by using larger type page size, and+-securing a number of sub 
sidies, we were able to print a larger Journal—488 pages—almost a normal whole number larger 
than the 1954 Volume. The Memoir we expected to distribute in 1955, Roy F. Barton, The Mythol- 
ogy of the Ifugaos (Philippines) is now ready and is being sent out, A second memoir will 
also be distributed this year. Last year under the very capable editorship of Paul Brown and Edson 
Richmond, we inaugurated a general bibliography as a regular feature of the Supplement. This 
current Supplement carries a still more detailed analytical bibliography. Membership has increased 
again this year and this year fewer members have resigned from the Society. Our membership is 
now at an all-time high. 

We hoped to be able to report to you that real progress has been made in establishing a popular 
journal of folklore so that the Society would reach a larger audience of those lay folk and teachers 
deeply interested in American folklore. The difficulty lies in securing funds to initiate such a 
journal and keep it going for two or three years until it can become self-sustaining. Your Executive 
Committee is still working on the problem; we would welcome suggestions from the members as 
to the nature of such a journal, methods of subsidizing it, etc. 

This year we had to face the third increase in printing costs in five years, Up to now we have 
absorbed these costs by cutting various corners, but this year, alas, we have no more corners to cut. 
As you are, no doubt, already aware, we had to increase dues by one dollar—our first increase in 
six years. You can help us meet our rising costs by sending in to the Secretary names of prospective 
members; by seeing that your library is a member of the Society; by suggesting to your publisher 
that he advertise your books in the Journal; and please keep the Supplement posted on your ac 
tivities and especially on any eventual change of address.

In 1955, 35 were dropped from AFS because of resignation, non-payment of dues, or death; in 
1954, 137 were dropped; in 1953, 70; in 1952, 84; (in 1945, 19).

The annual meeting of the Society was held in Richmond, Indiana, May 6 and 7, 1955. A 
brief meeting of the Council was convened at which general matters pertaining to the Society were 
discussed. The only action taken was a resolution of approval of House Bill “Federal Advisory 
Commission on the Arts.” The Secretary was instructed to inform the U. S. Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare of the action of The American Folklore Society and to suggest to her that 
folklore be represented. 

Maurice Barbeau and Maud Karpeles represented the Society as delegates to the International 
Folk Music Council in Oslo, Norway, at the end of June. 
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Tristram P. Coffin represented the Society at the Fifth National Meeting of the U. S. National 
Commission fot UNESCO at Cincinnati, Ohio, on November 3-5, 1955. 

Sally Snyder, of Washington, was awarded the Folklore Fellowship for 1955.

EDITOR’S REPORT 


Every new editor of the JAF, some time early in his career, must face up to the definition of 
three words, and what they mean to him. The first of these words is “Journal”. What is his con- 
ception of the function of a journal in a learned society such as ours, and, more generally, in 
society at large? The second word is “Folklore”. Which of its multifarious definitions should he 
accept, and which exclude? Is the term to be interpreted narrowly or broadly? We hope, in some 
future report, to present our ideas on the first two points of this triangle, but we thought it ap- 
propriate this year to affirm our understanding of the third, the word “American”, as it is used in 
the title of our publication, 

This is a term which can be—and perhaps has been, by previous editors—applied in at least 
the following ways: the word can constrain us to emphasize, possibly even to the exclusion of 
others, the folklore of the Americas; or of North America only; or, yet narrowest of all, the 
United States. It can also be interpreted to refer to the origin or to the present location of our 
contributors, to the exclusion of foreign authors. Again, it is a word that could be understood to 
record nothing more than the fact that the Journal is published in this country. 

Your present editor has chosen to adopt this third point of view because of his belief that 
science and scholarship recognize no national or geographical boundaries; that folklore is an in- 
ternational field, in the sense that there are good and bad folklorists in ell parts of the world and 
also in the sense that the folklore of all peoples is, ceteris paribus, of equal interest. The usual 


editorial statistics of the year are, therefore, first presented from this standpoint. 


Of the thirty major articles contained in our Vol. 68 for 1955, two came from English writers 
and one each from Ireland, Switzerland, Norway, and France, while the remaining twenty-four 
were contributed by authors from the United States. In addition to articles of a general nature, 
such as those which discussed myth, there were papers on various aspects of folklore in North 
America, South America, England, Ponape, Java, Africa, Korea, China, Ireland, and Spain 

By comparison, Vol. 67 for 1954 presented twenty-seven articles written wholly by authors from 
the United States and Canada. Subject matter, too, was less diverse. Besides discussions of a gen 
eral nature and those dealing with the continent of North America, there was one paper each on 
folklore in Africa, England, Asia, and Haiti. 

Vol. 66 for 1953, in which twenty-five articles appeared, included one author from the Philip- 
pines, one from Canada, and the balance from the United States. Subject matter had a wider range 
than in the year following, there being one article each on folklore in Ireland, England, Spain, 
the Philippines, and the Marshall Islands, with the remainder confined to North America 

It is, therefore, apparent that we are slowly drawing more contributions—and thus more 
readers and members—from abroad; and that, aside from Notes and Queries (which have always 
been fairly universal in scope), we are also reducing the former over-balance of material on the 
folkways of our own continent so as to include studies of the manners and customs of our fellow 
men throughout the world. 

Now, to general statistics: the four issues which comprise the 1955 volume of the JAF contained 
a total of 488 printed pages, an increase of 62 pages over 1954. The thirty articles amounted to 408 
printed pages, an increase of 80 pages over 1954. Notes and Queries, of which thirteen appeared, 
occupied twenty printed pages, an increase of nine over 1954. Illustrations (the cost of which was, 
as customary, subsidized by contributors) increased from five to eight. The fourth issue of the 
year also contained a complete index of Volume 68, arranged by Tristrarn Coffin according to 
titles, authors, subject matter, ethnic and regional groups, tale types and motifs, concluded by a de 
tailed index of incidents, characters, and the like, according to the system designed by Coffin to 
index all previous volumes. 
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Although no memoirs have appeared in 1955, two are in press at the present time and should 
be ready for distribution in early 1956. These are Roy Franklin Barton’s Mythology of the Ifugaos, 
edited by A. L. Kroeber, and Corinne L. Saucier’s Traditions de la Paroisse des Avoyelles en 
Louisiane. \n addition, negotiations are under way for the publication of a third memoir in late 
1956. Funds for three other manuscripts which have been accepted as suitable for the Memoir 
Series are now being sought. 

It is the hope of the Editor to produce each year one issue of the JAF which is either areally 
oriented or in some other way focussed on special subject matter, and, in reprint form, to make 
this issue also available to the public through our Bibliographical and Special Series. Thus, in 
1954, a Canadian issue was produced, and in 1955 we brought out our symposium on myth. For 
1956 we have scheduled a special issue on Slavic folklore, with Albert Lord as editor; and in various 
stages of planning are special Philippine, Indic, and Latin-American issues. Suggestions from the 
membership as to subjects for future undertakings of this kind will be welcomed. 

The Editor of AFS is ex-officio a member of the Editorial Council of the American Anthropo- 
logical Association—in fact, the second in order of seniority. This organization is extremely in- 
formal, serving mainly as a clearing house for the exchange of ideas and shop-talk. However, the 
Council undertakes certain joint projects from time to time. A recent one is the preparation of a 
report on the publication subsidy policies of the major foundations, universities, and government 
agencies. This research, co-sponsored by the Indiana University Research Center in Anthropology, 
Folklore, and Linguistics, is being carried out by the editors of the AFS and Ethnohistory (E. 
Wheeler-Voegelin). The Editorial Council met twice during the past year, on May 5 in Blooming- 
ton, Indiana, and on November 18 in Boston, Mass. Your editor would like to express his satisfac- 
tion in belonging to this organization, and his wish that a corresponding group of the journals 
in the humanities might be set up, perhaps with the initiative taken by the MLA, and would wel- 
come an expression of opinion from the membership, or perhaps a resolution to this effect which 
could be transmitted to the MLA. 

The report on manuscripts received this year leads us to consideration of the very serious prob- 
lem of our growing backlog. The lag between acceptance and publication has now spread past 
one year and well into the second in many cases, while ever-rising printing costs continue to reduce 
the amount of material which our yearly budget will permit us to publish. 

We had 77 manuscripts in our files a year ago, some of which dated back to former editors 
and, for one reason or another, had not been printed. During 1955, an additional 38 manuscripts 
were received, making a total of 115 to be dealt with, We published 43 in Vol. 68, and the 72 
remaining were handled as follows: ten were rejected, three were returned to authors for revision, 
three were passed on to editors of other more suitable journals, one is in the hands of a translator, 
one is still under consideration, one is in the final stages of negotiation for publication as a memoir 
under the joint sponsorship of the AFS and the Values Study Project of Harvard University, while 
funds are being sought for two others accepted as possible memoirs. Nine of the manuscripts will 
appear in JAF No. 271, the January-March 1956 issue, leaving a balance of 42 still on hand and 
accepted for publication. 

We are continuing the practice of printing longer articles serially, three such works having been 
published during 1955; and, as both reader and author response continues to be favorable, we 
hope to maintain the practice and have scheduled two more such publications for 1956. 

In the interest of economy, your editors have thought it advisable to adopt a minor change in 
format beginning with the first issue of Vol. 69. With the exception of the final part of a long 
article which began to appear in 1955 and must be bound in off-print form when the last section 
is printed, all future issues of the JAF will carry end notes in lieu of footnotes This change is un- 
likely to be popular with authors, but will result in a saving of $7 per page of footnotes and should 
thus enable us to add pages of text which could not otherwise appear. 

The delay between acceptance and publication has grown to such proportions that it is your 
editor's first concern. He pledges continued study of ways and means to reduce costs of publication 
while maintaining the journal's appearance. In this connection, he continues to work with the 
Secretary-Treasurer in seeking bids from competing letterpress manufacturers, but earnestly pro- 
poses the serious and continued study of the possibility of turning to off-set printing as one way 
out of financial stricture. (The American Ethnological Society has recently announced that its 
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monographs “will appear in all probability in some sort of affset and be paperbound.” Ethnohistory 
is also appearing by offset process.) 

Your Editor would say, in conclusion, that he and your Secretary-Treasurer have recently worked 
out a realistic plan for increasing the number of issues of the JAF each year so as to reduce our 
backlog of manuscripts and give our members their rightful chance to be heard. If this plan comes 
to fruition, as there are good reasons to believe it will, our worst problem will have been solved. 

I wish, finally, to thank for their assistance the Associate Editors, Samuel P. Bayard and Evon 
Z. Vogt; the Review Editor, Richard M. Dorson; the Assistants to the Editor, Barbara Harris 
Mickey and Ann Patterson Mitchner; my fellow-officers in the Society; Willis A. Shell, Jr., and 
others at the William Byrd Press, Inc., and all of those colleagues who have so generously served 
as consultants.

REVIEW EDITOR’S REPORT 


In three issues of JAF during 1955, a total of 42 books and five recordings were reviewed. (The 
final number of Vol. 68, devoted to a Symposium on Myth, carried no reviews). These reviews 
were distributed under the following categories: Folksong, 7; Folktales, 5; Folklore in Literature, 
5; Recordings, 5; Folklore in Australia, 4; Folkways, 3; Marginalia, 3; Field Work, 2; History of 
Folklore, 2; Collections, 2; Folk Festivals, 2; Bibliography, 2; and Folk Heroes, Folk Speech, Folk 
Art, and Type Index, one each. Fourteen of the titles under review were published outside the 
United States. 

In an endeavor to increase the coverage of reviews for books published abroad, the review 
editor asked Kenneth W. Porter, on the occasion of his appointment as Fulbright Visiting Lecturer 
on American History and Institutions at the University of Melbourne, if he would send in reviews 
of current Australian collections and studies in folklore. Dr. Porter generously cooperated; the 
first group of his reviews appeared in 1955, and others are scheduled for 1956. The review editor 
is also grateful to the following reviewers for informing him of new foreign publications: Archer 
Taylor (general European) ; Charles Speroni (Italy); Stanley L. Robe (Spanish America); William 
H. Jansen (Turkey). 


While the classification 


Marginalia” was used in 1955 for three titles of peripheral interest to 
the folklorist, the review editor believes it should be used rarely, if at all. Books of major concern 
to folklorists published in other countries should receive our review space, rather than marginal 
books more easily procurable from American publishers. 

The normal state of frustration of a review editor has been transformed to an unfamiliar sense 
of security and serenity, thanks to the unflagging vigilance and perspicacity of Thomas A. Sebeok.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FOLKLORE IN EDUCATION 


The functions of the committee are (1) to promote research in the contribution to education of 
folklore as an academic discipline; (2) to promote research in the contribution of folk materials 
to the curriculum and the methodology of high school instruction; (3) to improve understanding 
between folklorists and other educators as to the uses and misuses of folklore in the schools; (4) 
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and to cooperate with the National Council of Teachers of English in the preparation of a guide 
for high school teachers in the use of folklore. The committee members also constitute the NCTE 
Committee on the study of folklore in high schools. Thirty-two consultants have been named by 
NCTE to assist the committee. An outline of working plans has been prepared and is available to 
AFS members upon request. The committee requests authorization from AFS to invite each of 
its afhliate regional folklore organizations to name a consultant who will give advice and guidance 
to the work of the committee.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ARCHIVING 


On May 3, 1955, letters were sent by the Chairman to all members of this committee, asking 
them to survey their areas for existence and status of folklore archives, Replies received from 
M. Bryant and W. Jansen and the work of the chairman constitute the basis for this interim report. 
Pilot surveys by these persons brought notations, brief and full, from archivists in widely separated 
places:

(W. E. Jansen); Union College (L. Roberts); Renfro Vally, Ky. (J. Lair); W. Ky. State Col- 
lege (D. Wilgus); Berea College (J. W. Hughes); The Filson Club, Louisville, Kv. (M. C. 
Weaks). 


Printed analyses of the Archives of Mich. State Univ. (R. Dorson) and Wayne Univ. (T. G 
James) appear in Midwest Folklore, V, No. 1 (Spring, 1955), pp. 51-60, 62-64. 

It is obvious that the above list represents a very small sampling of the archives in the United 
States. But as a result of this exploratory work, six facts emerge: 


1. There are vast quantities of all kinds of folklore materials already collected in this country; 
2. They are almost entirely un-archived; 
. Those that have been somewhat systematically handled show treatment of individual 
archivists and situations in both topics and methods; 
. These materials are virtually inaccessible to either archivists or scholars; 
. The risk of loss and deterioration of materials is appalling; 
. The risk of inaccurate and inadequate information for American folklore studies is very 
great. 


Careful study seems to indicate that the archiving systems developed in Finland, Sweden, and 
Ireland will not apply too effectively in this country. They do, of course, provide superb bases for 
comparison and development. In the light of this situation, the Chairman has worked out a tenta 
tive scheme of archive classification which has been carefully analyzed by Dr. W. Jansen and which 
is currently being revised in the light of his suggestions. It will be sent to all committee members 
for their consideration in January 1956, with the hope that it may provide a workable pattern 
for archiving across the country. 

The committee will continue its regional surveys in the coming year and hopes by the cumu- 
lative process to produce a listing for the Archives (public and private) of American Folklore 
items. 

Thus the task of the committee seems to fall into two clearly defined parts: 

. The preparation of an accurate list of the archives of American Folklore; 
. A workable classification system for these archives.

REPORT OF DELEGATE TO ACLS, 1955 


The American Council of Learned Societies met in Washington, D. C., January 23-24, 1955. 
At the general opening meeting on January 23, the Executive Director, Mortimer Graves, outlined 
the serious crisis which the Council faced, and read the votes of confidence and various suggestions 
which the constituent societies had sent to the Council. Among those acknowledged was that 
of AFS. 

During the afternoon, six symposia groups met to discuss ways and means for aiding the con- 
tinuance of the ACLS. At the session which the AFS delegate attended, it was urged that a special 
assessment be made, by each of the constituent societies, on its membership; this assessment to be 
turned over in toto to the Council. 

At the general meeting, the next day, the idea of a general levy was discussed at length. Nega- 
tive reactions to this idea were voiced by the delegates of various learned societies, including 


the AFS.

REPORT OF DELEGATE TO FIFTH NATIONAL CONFERENCE ON UNESCO 


The Fifth National Conference on UNESCO was held at the Sheraton-Gibson Hotel in Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, from November 3-5, 1955. 

The program, entitled: “UNESCO: The First Nine Years, An American Appraisal and Fore 
cast,” was made up of four plenary sessions and two work group consultations. The featured 
speakers included Lloyd V. Berkner, L. H. Evans (Director General of UNESCO), H. E. Wislon, 
A. F. Spilhaus, Sir Zafrulla Khan, With the exception of the Third Plenary Session, which con 
sisted of panel discussions on “The National Interest and Foreign Languages” and “Community 
Cooperation in Citizen Consultations”, and the luncheon speech by Sir Zafrulla Khan, the plenary 
sessions were lifeless and too general. UNESCO emerged from these sessions as a “positive spirit” 
or “a great plus sign”, its advocates being more interested in what they had done than in what 
they could have done. 

Unhappily, the AFS delegate was put in Work Group 18, “The Dramatic Arts in the Creation 
and Use of Peace”. This group heard talks from four or five prominent dramatists, directors, and 
ANTA representatives, including a 70-minute “20-minute” talk by Marc Connolly. What was said 
was for the most part informative rather than challenging, yet generally pertinent to the problems 
that face UNESCO. The discussions that followed each speech were challenging, but focused on 
national rather than international problems. The discussants were more concerned with the fact 
that theatre groups in Akron and Portsmouth do not get sufficient funds than they were with in- 
ternational problems. 

A similar criticism could be leveled at Work Group 17: “Music in the Creation and Use of 
Peace”, which the AFS delegate visited at frequent intervals. The discussions in this group were 
oriented almost exclusively to concert performances and classical music. Neither. folksong nor jazz 
was given much attention, except as they were inserted into the discussions by the efforts of Mantle 
Hood, representing UCLA. 

As a real appraisal of UNESCO's first nine years or as an intellectual gathering designed to 
funnel ideas to L. Evans, the Fifth National Conference was “much ado about nothing.” However, 
it became evident to anyone more than casually attentive that little was expected from the meeting 
along these lines. Clearly the purpose of the Fifth National Conference was educational and 
propagandistic. The program and talks were descriptive or self-laudatory, not critical. Thus, al 
though the delegates were enlightened as to the accomplishments and plans of UNESCO, although 
the formation of “community cooperation” groups was fostered, and although the American 
Legion was appraised as narrow-minded, ignorant and misled, the aim for which the Conference 
was titled was lost from sight. 

Yet, somehow, in spite of everything, the three days in Cincinnati were worth a delegate’s time. 
The displays of reading matter, the tour of the Cincinnati Art Museum, the breakfast discussion 
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group with Hugh Scott and Chester Morrow, and the concert given by the Cincinnati Symphony 
Orchestra gave ample opportunity for relaxation, argument, and informal commentary. Of par 
ticular interest to any folklorist would have been the display of Australian Aboriginal Culture at 
the Art Museum and the opportunity to listen to International Music Council recordings of folk 
music of the world.

TRANSACTIONS 


The following actions taken by the Council were approved by the Society at the business meet 
ing, December 29. The following changes in the Constitution were approved: Article III, Sec. 1, b, 
which reads, “any person paying dues of $100 in lump sum . . .” is amended to read, “life member, 
any person paying dues of $125 in lump sum.” Article III, Sec. 1, f: “Institutional members”, is 
amended to read, “Institutions, such as libraries, may join the Society as non-voting members, upon 
payment of the annual dues as set by the Council for this category of members.” Article VIII, Sec 
tion 2, “Committee on Projects,” is deleted. 

The Special Committee to consider the matter of a popular journal of folklore (Sol Tax, chair 
man) reported that the project seemed impractical unless the Society could acquire considerable 
outside financial support to subsidize such a journal for several years. It was voted that the com 
mittee report be accepted, the committee be discharged and that the matter be left to the Executive 
Committee for further study and elaboration.

Expressions of indebedness and resolutions of gratitude were expressed to: Indiana University 
for aid to the Editor and for its hospitality during the annual meeting; University of Pennsylvania 
for contributing space to the office of the Secretary-Treasurer; to Jo Stafford for her grant en 
abling the Society to establish a Folklore Fellowship for 1955; to Quincy Mumford, Librarian of 
Congress, and D. Emrich, Chief, Folk Music Section, Library of Congress, for their hospitality 
during the Winter Meeting; to M. P. Redfield and H. P. Beck as chairmen of the program com 
mittees at the annual and winter meetings, respectively; to J. W. Ashton and R. Korson, as chair 
men of the local arrangement committees at the annual and winter meetings. 


FOLKLORE NEWS 


PERSONALIA 


Dr. Dov Noy, who recently received his Ph.D. at Indiana University in Folklore, Anthropology 
and Comparative Literature and who is now teaching at the Hebrew University in Jerusalem, 
Israel, has been appointed director of the Ethnological Museum now being established in Haifa. 
Dr. Noy writes in this connection, “I should be grateful to American scholars who would com 
municate with our young institution by forwarding to us printed matters and materials, curricula, 
plans and publication. . . .” He would be willing to exchange Jewish and Israeli publications . . . 
Cuaries Haywoop is currently engaged in his work, “Shakespeare and Music,” after much re 
search in the Folger and Huntington Libraries . . . Eusesta Simpson Hunkuins’ choral drama of 
the nativity Wondrous Love has recently been published by Carl Fisher and is currently being pro 
duced. Her earlier folk opera Smoky Mountain, based on Appalachian folksongs has been per 
formed now the one hundredth time. Mrs. Hunkins is now working on an Indian opera; Gertrude 
Kurath will probably do the choreography and Fred E, Hawageshik the Indian Chippewa libretto. 
Mrs. Hunkins expresses the wish that the Journal “have a section devoted to music, drama, and 
dance. The information on such material is scattered and hard to come by .. .” (The Editor of the 
Journal welcomes contributions in these fields.) . . . Eowin G. Burrows reports that his book on 
the function of art on Italuk, Caroline Islands, with emphasis on song texts is ready for press . . .

Norman A. McQuown expects to finish this year his three volumes of text and translation of a 
collection of Totonac (East Central Mexico) with grammar and dictionary .. . Det. Hymes 
continues his collection of Wasco Chinook texts (Coyote Cycle) and of Coquille Athapascan. He 
is working also on a linguistic and literary analysis of the Kathlamet Chinook “Myth of the Sun.” 
... WitiiaM E, Servers has just completed a monograph on the Folklore of Kinship in the British 
Traditional Ballad . . . Mowriz Jacenvorr has finished two books—one of gypsy folk tales and one 
of Italian folk stories—which Vangard Press will publish this year. Dr. Jagendorf sends a sugges- 
tion, “Add a few pages supplement to the Journal dealing with the folklore from the point of view 
of “folk”-—not scholars. That should have reviews of books written for the public and dealing 
with folklore; folklorized literary works. This would bring in a new class of readers to the Journal 
and it would be most welcome to librarians, teachers, and parents, and those who like to buy 
folklore books for gifts or for youngsters. In other words, dealing with folklore from the popular 
point of view rather than from the scholarly point of view.” . . . Joun Greenway has recently been 
awarded a Fulbright Fellowship to Australia to collect and study native folk songs... AKr 
Huvrkerantz during 1955 did field work among the Wyoming Shoshoni. He is now working on 
a comparative study of the North American Indian Orpheus Myth ... Everyn Wetts spent the 
summer of 1955 collecting and recording “Last Leaves from the Appalachians,” in collaboration 
with Maud Karpeles . . . Davin Ames is on research leave from the University of Wisconsin 
(1955-6) to do “applied anthropology” in connection with the termination of the Menominee 
Indian tribe from federal supervision. The Journal will soon carry an outline of Professor Ames on 
the “little people” among the West African Wolof ... Jonas Bays has finished his large (472 
texts, 252 melodies) collection of Lithuanian folksongs of America. It is ready for press .. . 
Haroip Fevron writes that Knopf has published his Firefighting Mose (legendary volunteer fire- 
man). “I am now working on a book about Mike Fink and expect it will be published in 1956 
by Knopf. I think the Journal is far too heavily weighted with myth, Indian and foreign folklore. 
I would like to see more concern with American folklore (English speaking).” ... Wie.iam 
JANsen is on leave this term while he is studying methods of archiving under a Ford Foundation 
grant. He will organize and direct the newly established Kentucky Folklore Archives . .. WARREN 
Roserts has finished his exhaustive study of Tale Type 480 and Related Tales ...Grorce Boswett 
has, this year, added a number of new songs to his already large collection of Tennessee songs. He 
is busy on a textbook for folk literature classes . . . Joun FLANAGAN read a paper on folklore in 
midwestern literature at the Folk Arts Festival, St. Louis, April 27, 1955... Marttyn A. Corcoran 
is continuing her studies in Myth. She has collected much new material from French Louisiana 
.. » Freep Knirren reports from Louisiana State University an exceedingly interesting piece of 
news: ... “a state wide revival of activity in the field of folklore is apparent. There is talk among 
several faculty members of resurrecting the state society, which we hope can eventually be affiliated 
with The American Folklore Society. Even modest funds for field collecting may be available.” 

. L. Frences Battey continues her studies and collections of Negro tales. She gave a talk on 
Negro dialect at the fall meeting of the California Folklore Society ... Maurice Mook, this year, 
did field work among the Old Order Amish of Pennsylvania. He will soon publish “Amish Ono- 
mastics.” ... T. M. Pearce edited the April issue of Western Folklore for the New Mexico Folklore 
Society, which sponsored the issue. During the summer, Professor Pearce visited various folk art mu- 
seums in Switzerland, France, and England. He is organizing an exhibit of “Folk Art and Literature” 
to be held in the Albuquerque Public Library, March 17-23, one feature of which will be models of 
folk figures . . . J. L. Fiscter is continuing his studies of folklore and ethnology of the natives 
of Truk and Ponape. He delivered a paper on Totemism on Truk and Ponape at the last meet- 
ing of AAA... Francis Lee Utter, now back home from his Fulbright in Italy, is hard at work 
on his book, “Noah, His Wife and the Devil, The Folklore of the Flood.” . .. Duncan B. M. 
Emnicn, Chief of the Folklore Section of the Library of Congress’ Music Division, resigned on 
December 1, 1955, to accept a position with the U. S. Information Agency as Cultural Affairs 
Officer in Athens, Greece. Dr. Emrich was appointed Chief of the Archive of American Folk 
Song, as the section was then called, on October 24, 1945. A graduate of Brown University in 
1932, Dr. Emrich received his M.A. degree from Columbia University the following year and 
the Doctor en Letras from the University of Madrid in 1934. In 1937, he received the Ph.D. degree 
from Harvard University, where he had held appointments as Shattuck Scholar and Edward Aus- 
tin Fellow. He then taught at Columbia University and at the Juilliard School of Music. In 1940, 
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he went to the University of Denver, where he was assistant professor in English for 2 years. At 
Madrid, his studies had been concerned with the influence of Arabic cuiture on Western Europe 
during the Middle Ages and its relation to the transfer of folk tales; at Denver, he continued his 
interest in folklore, particularly in the regional material of the West. From 1943 to 1945, he served 
in the United States Army and during his overseas service was the official American historian at 
General Eisenhower's headquarters. A contributor to a number of magazines of articles in his 
field, Dr. Emrich is also the author of /t’s an Old Wild West Custom (1949), The Comstock 
Bonanza (1950), and The Cowboy's Own Brand Book (1954). He was a Guggenheim Fellow 
in 1949-50 and in 1952-53 he spent 10 months in Italy under a Fulbright award lecturing on 
American folklore . . . J. Russert Reaver is building up an archive of Florida folklore at the 
Florida State University. The material is being organized by counties, and accompanied by maps. 
Professor Reaver serves as co-chairman of the Folklore Section of the South Atlantic Modern 
Language Association, and Florida consultant for the National Committee of the National Coun- 
cil of Teachers of English on the Study of Folklore in High Schools .. . J. S. Sackerr has com 
piled an hour program of Kansas folksongs and folkyarns called, “So This is Kansas.” It has been 
accepted by the Voice of America for overseas broadcast. It will also be given before schools and 
organizations in the Middle West . . . Danie G. Horrman has received a grant from the Columbia 
University Council for Research in the Social Sciences to support his study, “A Theory of Folklore”. 
Professor Hoffman will be teaching this summer at the University of Dijon, France. SaLty Snyper, 
doctoral candidate in anthropology at the University of Washington, and winner of the Jo Stafford 
folklore award in 1955, is pursuing additional ethnographic and folkloristic field researches among 
northwestern Washington State Indians during 1956... Metvitte Jacons has completed his book, 
“The Content and Style of Clackamas Chinook Literature.” . .. Dantet J. CrowLry writes that 
his collection of Calipso and other popular music of Trinidad now numbers over 750 texts which 
he is currently collecting in St. Lucia... Wituiam W. Evmenporr is finishing a monograph on 
Twana Indian folklore from western Washington State . . . Vircinta Git Moniine, masters de 
gree candidate in anthropology at the University of Washington is conducting field researches in 
music of Indians of northwestern Washington State. She is completing an analysis of Twana 
music . . . Dr. Ham Scuwarzsaum has completed his comparative mythological study, “The 
Overcrowded Earth” and is concurrently working on “Angel of Death in Jewish and Moslem 
Folk-Literature.”

PAROEMIOLOGICAL SOCIETY 


Major Victor de Guinzbourg, Military Staff Committee, United Nations, writes concerning the 
newly established Paroemiological Society, U.N.: “Having organized in 1954, the Paroemiological 
Society, U.N., I have, as its permanent secretary, channeled the activities of the Society during 
1955 along three main avenues: a) a compilation of a comparative dictionary of proverbs of the 
world, in as many languages as we can muster, and according to subject-headings; b) a compila- 
tion of a bibliography of books and magazine articles on the subject of proverbs, to supplement 
and bring up to date “Proverb Literature, a Bibliography of Works Relating to Proverbs”, which 
was published in London in 1930 for the Folk-Lore Society; and c) forming a paroemiological 
library, which, in 1955, has grown to upwards of 1,300 titles. In addition to these activities, our 
hope and intention for the future is to publish, though on a modest scale, the Proceedings of the 
Society. 
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INTERNATIONAL FOLK MUSIC COUNCIL 


The Ninth Annual Conference of the Council will be held from July 25 to 28, 1956, at Tros- 
singen, Wurttemberg (on the border of the Black Forest), Germany, by invitation of the Inter- 
nationales Institut fur Jugend-und Volksmusik, Trossingen, and from July 29 to 31, 1956, at 
Stuttgart, by invitation of the Institut fiir Auslandsbezichungen, Stuttgart. The following themes 
have been selected for study and discussion: a) Myth and ritual in folk song and folk dance; b) 
Migration of melodies; and c) Folk music (song and dance) in the present with reference to 
problems of its survival, revival and adaptation. Members who wish to read a paper on any aspect 
of these subjects should forward to the Secretary as soon as possible, and in any case, not later 
than March 31, 1956, the exact title of the paper, a short summary of its contents, particulars of 
illustrations it is proposed to use and the language in which the paper will be read. The maximum 
time that can be allotted to papers is 20 minutes, including illustrations, Communications should 
be addressed to The Secretary, 12, Clorane Gardens, London, N.W. 3, England.

NORTH CAROLINA FOLKLORE SOCIETY 


The North Carolina Folklore Society held its forty-fourth annual meeting in Raleigh on Decem- 
ber 2, 1955. The program included a paper by Dr. Warner Wells, translator and editor of Hiroshima 
Diary (Chapel Hill: University of North Carolina Press, 1955), on “Folklore of the Hiroshima 
A-Bomb”; an exhibit of rare art quilts from Moore County and a talk about them by Miss Flora 
McDonald; and a song recital, “A Garland of North Carolina Folksongs,” by Mrs. Betty Vaiden Wil- 
liams. Officers elected for 1956 are: R. M. Grumman, President; R. M. Walser and Mrs. O. M. Gard- 
ner, Vice-Presidents; A. P. Hudson, Secretary-Treasurer. During 1955, the paid-up membership in the 
Society increased by about 20°/, over the preceding year. Two issues of North Carolina Folklore, 
vol. II (June and December), appeared, attracting favorable notice of other folklore publications.

ARKANSAS FOLKLORE SOCIETY

RESEARCH CENTER IN ANTHROPOLOGY, FOLKLORE AND LINGUISTICS 


Indiana University has established a Research Center in Anthropology, Folklore, and Linguis. 
tics, to make more effective use of certain research and archival resources of the University in these 
fields. The Human Relations Area Files, the Archives of Folk and Primitive Music, the Archives 
and Library of Folklore, the Archives of the Languages of the World, and a number of serial 
publications,—e.g. the International Journal of American Linguistics, Midwest Folklore, the 
Indiana University Publication in Anthropology and Linguistics —were brought together to offer 
more opportunities for cooperative and coordinated research and publication in the fields repre- 
sented. A major concern is to make these resources available for use and development by the 
scholarly world. To provide for a program of publications of records and documents from these 
and other sources, a plan of offset production has been established. The Center stands ready to 
assist in any way it can in the development of inter-departmental programs in the areas involved. 
The Research Center is administered by a Committee consisting of Samuel E. Braden, Ralph FE. 
Cleland, Harold Driver, George Herzog, Edson Richmond, Stith Thompson, Carl F. Voegelin, 
and Thomas A. Sebeok (Chairman). 
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THE FOLKLORE PROGRAM OF INDIANA UNIVERSITY 


Professor Reidar Th. Christiansen of the Norsk Folkeminnesamling and the University of 
Oslo will act as Visiting Professor in the Folklore Program of Indiana University, which is now 
under the direction of Professor W. Edson Richmond. As the first to participate in the six-year 
program of visiting folklore scholars, Professor Christiansen will teach two graduate seminars 
during the Fall Semester 1956-57; one om Scandinavian Folklore, the other on Folklore Theories 
and Techniques. 

Professor Christiansen is the director of the Norsk Folkeminnesamling, one of the world’s 
greatest folklore collections, which he also served as archivist. In 1950 he succeeded the late Pro 
fessor Knut Liest6l as Professor of Folklore at the University of Oslo, Professor Christiansen’s many 
publications include Norske Eventryr, a complete survey of Norwegian fairy tales, and Evenryr 
oG Saen. He is the editor of the Norsk FotKMINNELAG series and Srupta Norvecica and a mem 
ber of the editorial boards of ARV and FFC. Professor Christiansen has gained international renown 
as an authority upon all aspects of folklore, his area of main concentration being the folktale. He 
acted as general consultant to the School of Scottish Studies and served the Irish Folklore Com 
mission as special consultant on the classification and catalog of Gaelic tales. 


SOCIETY FOR ETHNO-MUSICOLOGY 


At the 54th annual meeting of the American Anthropological Association in Boston, the So 
ciety for Ethno-Musicology was founded November 18, 1955, for the purpose of establishing com 
munication among persons interested in primitive, folk, and oriental music, and for furthering 
research and scholarship in these fields. The Society plans to continue publication of the Ethno 
Musicology Newsletter three times yearly, to meet annually in conjunction with societies of an 
thropologists, folklorists and musicologist, and to engage in other activities of benefit to members 

The Newsletter will devote a subsection to ethnic dance and invites comments, opinions, news 
and bibliographies relating to ethnic and ethnological dance. Communications should be sent to 
Miss Gertrude Kurath, 1125 Spring St., Ann Arbor, Mich.

The Festival was the largest yet held with exhibitions and demonstrations of all the folk arts of the 
Pennsylvania Dutch. In connection with the Festival, the Fourth Annual Seminars on Folk Cul 
ture were held, which were concerned with many aspects of Pennsylvania Dutch folk culture 
Preparations are being made for a more extensive festival this year. The sponsor is the Pennsyl

WESTERN FOLKLORE CONFERENCE 


The Fifteenth Annual Western Folklore Conference was held July 7-9 at the University of 
Denver under the direction of Levette Davidson. The program consisted of the reading. and 
discussion of papers and the presentation of songs and dances. 


PLAN FOR A U.S, AFFILIATE OF INTERNATIONAL FOLK MUSIC COUNCIL 


The Secretary of the International Folk Music Council, Maud Karpeles, 12, Clorane Gardens, 
London, N.W. 3., England, has suggested that a United States national committee or council be 
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established as an affiliate of the International Folk Music Council. A considerable potential mem- 
bership already exists of American scholars who are members of IFMC. A tentative plan for such 
an organization follows: , 

1. Title 


U. S. Folk Music Council (affiliated National Committee of the International Folk Music 


Council). The term “folk music” is to cover all forms of folk music and ethno-music, including 
dance. 


2. Composition 
The Council shall consist of: 
a. The members of the IFMC resident in the U.S.A. 
b. Representatives of the American Folklore Society, the American Musicological Society, 
Ethno-Musicological Society, and such other organizations as may from time to time be determined. 


3. Executive Board 


The Council shall appoint an Executive Board consisting of members (number to be deter 
mined) elected by the members of the IFMC and representatives (number to be determined) of 
each of the above organizations. The Executive Board shall have power to co-opt additional mem- 
bers, It shall elect its own officers, 


4. Finance 


The Council shall be responsible for payment to the IFMC of an annual subvention of not 
less than £20, which may be made up in whole or in part of subscriptions of the U. S. members of 
the Council. 

The Council may retain for its own expenses a percentage (approximately 10°/,) on all sub 
scriptions which it receives on behalf of the IFMC. The total amount of subscriptions received 
less the percentage shall be sent at regular intervals to the IFMC Secretariat together with a list 
of the names and addresses of the members. , 


5. General 


The Council shall carry out the general aims and objects of the IFMC and shall comply 
with the regulations governing affiliated National Committees (see page 6 of the IFMC Con- 
stitution). 

The suggestion was unanimously endorsed by the Council of The American Folklore Society 
and Erminie Wheeler-Voegelin and Charles Seeger were named as representatives of A.F.S. to 
act as liaison members to help in organizating the local society. Interested members please write 
to these representatives or to Miss Karpeles. 

Following is a brief historical summary of the IFMC furnished by its Secretary. 

The IFMC was founded in September 1947 at a meeting in London which was attended by 
delegates from 28 countries, 16 being government representatives. 

The objects of the Council are: 


1) To assist in the preservation, dissemination and practice of the folk music of all countries. 

2) To further comparative study of folk music. 

3) To promote understanding and friendship between nations through the common interest 
of folk music. 


A special commission has recently been appointed to consider principles of scientific study of 
folk music and the first music will be held at Freiburg i. Br., Germany, under the direction of 
Professor Dr. Walter Wiora. 

The proceedings of the conferences are published in the Journal of the International Folk 
Music Council, issued annually, with the assistance of the Council. The Journal also includes a 
notes and news section, reviews of books, periodicals, music and records. Other publications of 
the Council are a Manual for Folk Music Collectors and an International Catalog of Recorded 
Folk Music, published with the assistance of UNESCO. The Catalog gives an annotated list of 
‘commercial’ recordings of authentic folk music; also a list of institutions holding folk music 
records with particulars of facilities for their audition, exchange and purchase. It is proposed to 
keep the Catalog up to date by the issue of supplements. 
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In the popularization of folk music, festivals play an important part. Three international festi 
vals have been held, each in conjunction with an annual conference, at Venice (1949), Biarritz 
Pamplona (1953), and Oslo (1955). At other conferences, performances of dances and songs 
have usually been arranged by the host country. 

Another step which is being taken in the popularization of folk song is the preparation, with 
the assistance of the International Folk Music Council, of a series of international folk song an 
thologies. The first, Folk Songs of Europe, is due to appear shortly and the second, Folk Songs of 
the Americas, is being prepared under the editorship of Charles Seeger. 

The Council’s Radio Committee has prepared a memorandum on the cataloging and classify- 
ing of folk music and it has organized two international broadcast programs, the first on Folk 
Music connected with Midsummer, and the second on Shepherds’ Songs and Instrumental music. 
A third program on Folk Music connected with marriage ceremonies is in preparation. 

The IFMC is affiliated to UNESCO through the International Music Council of which it is a 
constituent member. 

Fifty countries are represented on the Council and the total membership is nearly 600. Of these 
124 are citizens of the United States, which is the largest number from any one country with 
the exception of the United Kingdom. Members (annual subscription $3) are entitled to attend 
conferences and festivals and to receive a free copy of the Journal and Bulletin issued by the 
Council. Experts in the various fields of folk music are invited by the Executive Board to act as 
correspondents. There are 25 correspondents in the United States out of a total of 198 

The President of the Council is Ralph Vaughan Williams. The Executive Board, which con 
sists of members from 15 countries, includes two from the United States: Mr. Charles Seeger and 
Professor Willard Rhodes (recently co-opted). 

In order to decentralize its work, the council has made provision for the affiliation of National 
Sections or Committees and, pending the formation of these national bodies, it has appointed 
liaison representatives in a number of countries. Mr. Charles Seeger has, for some years, been acting 
in this capacity in the United States.
